uring his career with the company, Mr. Ford gained special

To see Ford's influence off the field, one has to look no further 
than Ford Field in downtown Detroit and the teem's headquarters 
and practice faciity in Allen Park. Both are considered the best 
Tespectvely in all of sports, and were shaped by Ford's resolve for 
the Lions to be a leader in the NFL. 

Ford's role was instrumental as the Lions announced plans in 
‘August 1996 to build a new stadium. His dedication and commitment 
to the fans was never more evident than when he spearheaded the 
team's stadium negotiations, Due largely to his determination and 
perseverance, the Lions struck a deal withthe City of Detroit and 
‘Wayne County tht established the foundation forthe Lions to return 
to downtown Detroit in 2002 

Ford's vision of a downtown stadium had pethaps its finest 
moment to dale when it played host to Super Bow XL in February 
2006, It received extraordinary reviews by the international 
community 

In addition fo developing new homes for the leam to practice 
and play, Ford played a vital role in Detroit's bid for Super Bowl 
XL. Through his leadership, the Ford Famiy, the Lions and Ford 
Motor Company were integral in Detroit's impressive hosting of 
Super Bowl XL that exceeded expectations. Overall, there was 
a $260 million economic impact generated by Super Bowl XL, 
including $100 milion in downtown improvements, $10 milion on 
emerging businesses—the most in Super Bow history—and $6 
millon in the NFLIBoys & Gils Club Youth Education Town—the 
largest in the county 

‘Though salisfied wih progress made so far by the development 
of Ford Field, Ford continues to push forthe stadium to become an

Both collegiate 
championships at Ford Field could reset attendance records for 
their respective events, 

Under Fords direction, the Lions began publishing an Internet 
site, which was one of the first official team sites launched in 
pro sports. The club also entered into a partnership with Infinity 
Broadcasting (now CBS Racio),a relationship it extended in 2008, 
forthe Lions'racio broadcast rights and stated production on weekly 


radio and television shows that air throughout the season, 

Ih other past oles within the NFL structure, Ford has served on 
the NFL's Finance Committee and NFL Properties Commitee. 

Though football remains a passion for Ford, hs father and his 
family his top prorty remains serving as Ford Motor Company's 
Executive Chaitman, His curent roles a professional and personal 
commitment, as he leads the company founded by his great- 
grandfather, American automotive pioneer Henry Ford. Amember of 
{he Board of Direcors since 1988, he assumed the role of Chairmen 
of the Board January 1, 1999, He also served as Chief Executive 
Officer from October 2001 through September 2006. Additonal, 
he serves as Chairman ofthe Board's Finance Commitee and as @ 
member of the Environmental and Public Policy Commitee. 

‘Among his many outside leadership roles, he serves as 
Chairman ofthe Board of Trustees of The Henry Ford, Chairman 
of the Detroit Economic Club, and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of Detroit Renaissance. 

Born in Detroit in 1957, he is an avid fy fisherman and car 
enthusiast, enjoys playing hockey and tennis, and isa black belt 
in the marial art of Tae Kwon Do. He holds a bachelor of arts 
degree from Princeton University and a master of science degree 
in management from Massachusetts Insitute of Technology (IT).

Even before free agency started, (he team re-signed wide 
receiver Mike Furrey, who led the NEC in receptions (98) last 
year, and made trades with Denver (acquired running back Tatum 
Bell tackle George Bell and a fith-round draft pick) and SI.

‘Then n ree agency, the team targeted not only talented players 
who would fit the team's offensive and defensive systems, but 
players who also possess those qualities demanded by Marine. 
The key free agency addiions include: defensive end Dewayne

commerback Travis Fisher and quard Edwin Mulitalo, 

On drat day after the Lions stayed put withthe second overall 
pick; the leam executed four trades during the second round, which 
netted the team three second round picks, and the Lions moved up 
(on the second day fo take an additional fourth-round selection 

‘Among Miller's past draft picks are anchors of the Lions’ line 
of scrimmage. The defense features draftees Pro Bow! defensive 
tackle Shaun Rogers (2001), defensive tackle Shaun Cody (2005), 
defensive end Kalimba Edwards (2002), and defensive end Cory 
Redding (200), and he added to that group when he selected DE 
Ikaika Alama-Francisin the second round ofthe 2007 NFL Draft, On 
offense, tackle Jeff Backus (2001) was re-signed to jon returning 
siariing center Dominic Raiola (2001), Backus and Raiola have 
slarted the past 80 games together, the longest streak of any pair 
of offensive linemen heading into the 2007 season. 

Playmakers are vital in the NFL. and several players have been 
drafted to mee that need. In Apri, the Lions did not hestale to take 
wide receiver Calvin Johnson who was universally acclaimed as 
the best player and biggest playmaker not only inthis year's draft 
but perhaps the best draft prospect inthe past several years, With 
that mindset, the 2004 NFL Draft may go down as one of the best 


in team history, Entering the draft, Milen traded the sixth pick to 
Cleveland, moved down one spot and received the Browns’ second 
‘ound choice (37th overal) With the seventh pick, Millen selected 
\wide receiver Roy Willams, who set three rookie franchise records 
(receptions, touchdowns and receiving yards) and eamed a spot 
in the Pro Bowl afer his third season inthe league by leading the 
NEC in receiving years (1,310) in 2006. Wiliams, with 23, has the 
second-most touchdown receptionsin franchise history among Lions) 
players through thei frst three NFL seasons, 

He then used one ofthe team’s second round picks to obtain 
the 30th overall pick from Kansas City, which was used to draft 
running back Kevin Jones, Paying immediate dividends, Jones 
led rookies in rushing and was the NFL's leading rusher the final 
seven games in 2004, 

On defense, talent and speed has been a print, Since 2008, 
the team has added at inebacker Boss Bailey (2003), Teddy Lehman 
(2004), Alex Lewis (2004) and 2006 frst-rounder Erie Sims, who 
{ed the team and all NFC rookies with 144 tackles. The defensive 
tvachfield has been fortified inthe draft withthe selection of Keith 
Smith (2004), Stanley Wilson (2008), Daniel Bullocks (2006) and 
safely Gerald Alexander (2007). 

With greater importance now placed on the daft in the salary 
cap era, he Lions have set that a8 a top priory when bulding the 
roster. Milen has selected 23 players on the fist day ofthe draft 
and 19 sll remain on the Lions raster. 

Millen has also been able to make considerable progress in free 
agency. Last year, the team signed quarterback Jon Kitna, who not 
only provided the type of leadership needed at that postion but he 
became the second player in team history to throw for over 4000 
Yards. Joining Kitna and Furre in. very productive 2006 free agency 
‘class was light end Dan Campbell and linebacker Paris Lenon, 

Millen mad his mark in the NFL with a distinguished 12-year 
playing career at linebacker, playing for three franchises: Oakland! 
LA, Raiders (1980-88), San Francisco 49ers (1989-90) and 
Washington Redskins (1991). He retired folowing the ‘91 season 
asthe only player in NFL history to eam four Super Bowl ings with 
three ifferent teams (Raiders: Super Bows XV, XVII Nes: Super 
Bowl XXIV, Redskins: Super Bowl XXVI). 

He was originally Oakand's second-round selection out of Penn 
State in 1980 and made a tip to the Pro Bowl following the 1968 
‘season, While at Penn Slate, Millen was a three-year starter and 
famed first-team AlLAmerica honors asa junior in 1979, 

Upon retirement from the NFL, Millen made the transition from 
the playing fed to the broadcast booth as analyst fr CBS and FOX 
From 1995-2000 he worked alongside veteran broadcaster Dick 
Stockton, His work with the NFL TV networks was highly regarded 
‘among his broadcast peers and personnel around the league. 
Millen was also a member of the CBS Radio Monday Night crew 
trom 1997-00. Along with his TV and radio roles, Milen co-hosted a 
eekly radio show syndicated nationally forthe NFLPA 

Born March 12, 1958 in Hokendauque, Pa. Millen and his wife, 
Patricia, have four children: Matthew, Jr, Marcus, Michalyn and 
Marianne, Marcus is a cadet al Army and a member ofthe Black 
Knights’ football program, 
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Tom Lewand, nis 12th year wit the Detroit Lions organization, 
was promoted to executive vice president and chief operating officer 
Febnuary 1, 2003, in his postion, Lewand operates as the team's 
chief contract negotiator and architect of the salary cap, and oversees 
all day-ioday business operations ofboth the Detroit Lions and Ford 
Field enities. This includes the management of finance, football 
administration, player development, security, equipment operations, 
mecical staff ticketing, sales and marketing, publicmedia relations, 
broadcasting, human resources, Ford Field operations and 
administration, and the development of Ford Field's lease space in 
the stadium's progression as a multi-use facility 

‘An extremely talented, creative and aggressive businessman, 
Lewand has held @ myriad of positions and responsibilities within 
the ont office during his tenure with the Lions, most recently as 
executive vice president and chief operating officer of Detroit Lions 
Properties, LLC and vice president of salary cap. 

On aleague-wide level, Lewandis also involved in key business 
and labor issues. He serves on the NFL Management Councils 
Club Executives Committee and was on the Committee on 
Revenue Sharing Qualifies and the Special Committee on League 
Economies, Lewand represents the organization forall leaguelevel 
business matters.

Mayhew orginally joined the Lions in February 2001 as one of 
President and CEO Matt Millen's major additions tothe front office 
stafl, He entered the organization in the role of senior director of 
football administraton/staff counsel, but ater ilustrating his talents 
‘and work ethic fortwo years, was promoted on February 3, 2003 
to senior vice president of footbalilegal afairs. His most current 
promotion came on October 14, 2004, when Millen appoinied him 
Senior vice president and assistant general manager. 

Prior to joining the Lions, Mayhew was director of football 
administration forthe XFL, where he was instrumental n developing 
polices and procedures for the start-up pro football league, Mayhew 
also organized the League's training camps and supervised team 
ofcals in planning of practioes and other team activites.

Defensively, the team focused significantly on fundamentals, 
principles, assignments and discipline as Marine brought in a 
defensive philosophy that has been extremely successful in places 
lke Tampa Bay, Indianapolis and Chicago. Adationaly, Marneli hired 
doe Barry as the teams defensive coordinator following the 2006 
season, The highy-sought after Bary, who coached linebackers 
al Tampa Bay and was a member of the Buccaneers world 
championship team, will directa unit that now better understands 
this defense and knows what it takes to execute it 

Last year, Marneli was able to target key building blocks on 
defense, lke rookie Emie Sims, defensive tackles Cory Redding 
and Shaun Rogers, and develop young players such as safely 
Daniel Bullocks end comerback Stanley Wilson, who will forge 
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an aggressive defensive attitude that Marinelli believes will be the 
engine that will drive the Lions toa championship run, 

From 1996-2005, few teams were more synonymous with 
championship defense than the Tamipa Bay Buocaneers. One of the 
Key pieces during the Bucs’ decade of defensive dominance was 
Rod Narineli, who joined the staf as defensive line coach in 1996 
‘and was promoted with the addtional tie of assistant heed coach 
in 2002, Mtineli quickly developed a reputation as an innovative 
insiuctorin the finer points of technique, leverage and balance, wile 
becoming one ofthe NFL's premier defensive line coaches. 

During this 10-year period, the Buccaneers defensive line 
consistently praved to be one of the most respected units in the 
NFL. Perennial Al-Pro and Pro Bowl defensive linemen Warren 
Sapp and Simeon Rice became two of the most dominating pass 
rushers in the modem era under Marineli 

The success of Marieli’s defensive line was illustrated by the 
fact thatthe top six sack totals in Buccaneers’ hislory all occurred 
during his tenure. in Marine's 10 years with the Buccaneers, 
the team recorded 416 sacks, with 328.5 coming courtesy of his 
defensive line. The 328.5 sacks registered by Marinelis line rank 
first in the NFL among all defensive lines in those 10 seasons. 
Additionally, the Buccaneers’ defensive front four gamered Top 5 
‘ankings in Sacks during six ofthe 10 seasons under Marnel, Among 
individual leaders, a Tampa Bay defensive lineman has ranked the 
league's Top 15 in sacks on eight occasions and in the Top 10 six 
times, including 14.0 sacks in 2005 by Rice (din the NFL). 

‘naddition tohelping players achieve personal sucoess, Marine 
who has coached on the collegiate and oro levels forthe last 31 
seasons, has directed one ofthe most producive defensive line units 
inthe NFL, Among the numerous defensive highights, the defensive 
line played a major role in setting an NFL recard for consecutive 
games with a sack (69) from 1999-03. 

During the 2005 campaign, the defensive linemen were once 
again stalwarts on the team finishing as the league's top defensive 
‘nit, Tampa Bay finished sixth in both rushing and passing defense. 
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By finishing atthe top of the league in defense, the Buccaneers 
exlended their streak of nine-straight seasons ranked in the Top 
10 in otal defense, dating back to 1997. The nine-year streak was 
the longest active streak prior to Marinelli being hired in Detroit and 
the second-longest streak since the 1970 merger. With 2 ranking 
af eighth in points allowed in 2005, the Buccaneers finished in the 
Top 10 in points alowed each season since Marinel jomed the 
Buccaneers staff in 1996. 

In 2004, Marineli’s line paced a defense that finished fith in 
the NFLin total defense and fist in pass defense. The Buccaneers 
2004 season sack total of 45 tied for second in the NFL a 
the second-highest total in team history behind the 5: 
recorded by the Buccaneers’ defense in 2000. Most impressively, 
the Buccaneers led the NFL in sacks per pass play, recording one 
sack every 10.7 pass plays 

In'04, Rice became only the 22nd player in NFL history to reach 
the 100-sack plateau and his 119.0 career sacks rank second among 
active players, Since joining forces wih Mariel 2001, Rice 
arguably the most dominating pass rusher in the NEL. Rice's 67.5 
sacks from 2002-05 were tied for the most in the NFL, and led all 
active players with 33 career mult-sack games (18 as @ member of 
the Bucs) after the 2005 season. His 67 5 sacks through 2005 and 
Under the direction of Marinali ranked him third on Tampa Bay's al- 
time sack ist behind Sapp (77.0) and Lee Roy Selmon (78.5). 

The 2003 season saw the Buccaneers’ defensive ine gamer 
34 ofthe leam’s 36 sacks. Rice eared hs thc-career and second 
‘consecutive Pro Bowl selection while totaling 15 sacks to tie for 
second in the NFL. His 15 sacks were the third-most in a single 
‘season in Bucs’ history and the third-highest single-season total in 
his career. Rice's four-sack effort in Week 6 at Washington eamed 
him NFC Defensive Player of the Week honors while also tying the 
franchise single-game sack record. 

‘As one of the game's alltime great defensive tackles, Sapp 
anchored the interior of Marines defensive line for the final time 
in.2003. Marneli was instrumental in the development of Sapp, who 
sela Buccaneers single-season mark wih 16.5 sacksin 2000. Sapp 
earned his seventh consecutive Pro Bow! nomination in 2003, and 
along with L@ Derrick Brooks, broke Hall of Famer Lee Roy Seimon's 
‘eam record for total appearances (6) and consecutive appearances 
(6). His 5.0 sacks ranked second on the team, marking the 
consecutive year under Marine that Sapp either led or ranked 
second on the team in sacks. in fact, Sapp averaged 9.3 sacks 
per season during his eight seasons under Marinelt and his 74.0 
sacks ted for ith in the NFL during that me and ranked second 
among defensive tackles, 

Rice and Sapo were Vitalin Tampa Bay's success n 2002s both 
gameted AP Al-Pro first-team honors. Mariel played a large role 
in the Buccaneers fist Super Bow tile, as his dominating front four 
helped to secure the Buccaneers’ first-ever championship in Super 
Bow! XXXV/l, The Buccaneers’ defense posted 43 sacks in 2002, 
‘which tied for sixth in the NFL, with the defensive line responsible for 
36 ofthe sacks. The line's strong 2002 cempaign culminated with an 
Unparalleled performance in the Super Bow as Raiders quarterback 
Rich Gannon was pressured into throwing a Super Bowl-record five 
interceptions. The defensive line fished the Super Bow with 5.0 
sacks, four passes defensed and a forced fumble. 

1m 2002 under Marinelli, Rice had arguably his most productive 
season as a professional as he was named to his secand Pro Bow!

Shante Carver wes 
an AllAmerican pick and was also a finalist for the Outland and 
Lombard trophies before being selected in the fist round of the 
drat by the Dallas Cowboys. 

From 1983-81, Marine coached the defensive line at California, 
adding assistant head coach to tis te for his final two seasons 
withthe Golden Bears. Snyder became the schools head coach in 
1987 and retained Marinelli Wile at California, Mariel coached 
several future NFL players including Chidi Ahanotu, Rhett Hall and 
Nalu Tuatagaloa 

Marine's irs college coaching job came in 1976 from Snyder, 
who was then the head coach at Utah State. From 1976-81, Manneli 
oversaw the Aggies’ defensive line before becoming Utah State's 
offensive linelspecial teams coach for the 1982 campaign. in six 
seasons as the defensive line coach for Utah Stale, thee players 
(Rulon Jones, Mike Perko and Shawn Miller) won conference 
Defensive Player o the Year honors 

Marinelli began his coaching career at his ima mater, Rosemead 
High Schoo! in San Gabriel Valley, Calf, from 1973-75 where he 
alo taught history In June 2007, Rosemead High School honored 
Marineli by renaming the schoo's football feld “Rod Marineli 
Stadium’ 

That honor goes beyond just @ name on the stadium, but it 
immortalizes Marineli's appreciation for high school football and 
\what it means to him. Marineli always understands the value that 
teachers and coaches have on young kids, and he knows tha neither 
he nor his players would be at this level today without someone who 


‘made an impact on them. With that in mind, Marne, on June 8 of 
this year, took his team to Detroit Renaissance High School forts 
final“OTA’ session of the spring. He invited high school players and 
coaches from the Detroit Public Schools as special guests, and met 
with the group following the team’s workout

Linebackers under Barry were named 
to the Pro Bowl seven times, including LB Derrick Brooks (2001-06 
seasons) and LB Shelton Quarles (2002 season), during his six 
seasons, Additionally, Brooks was named the 2002 NFL Defensive 
Player of the Year in Barry's second season as the team's 
linebackers coach, 

‘n 2002, Barry was a member of the Bucs’ coaching staff that

‘trongside linebacker. Quarles arguably proved o be Tampa Bay's 
‘most versatile defender over the past six seasons while playing al 
all three linebacker positions for Bary. In 2006, starting alongside 
Brooks for the seventh consecutive season, Quarles became the 
firstplayer other than Brooks to lead the team in tackles since 1997, 
ending Brooks’ impressive seven-year run, Quarles finished with a 
career-high 198 tackles.

‘season as defensive quality control coach for the San Francisco 
49ers and the 1999 season coaching linebackers under John 
Robinson at UNLV.

Barry was a two-year letterwinner as a linebacker at Southern Cal 
and then worked as a defensive graduate assistant for two seasons 
(1994-25) aL USC. He saved asa co-captain dung is seo yer 
In 1993, Barry began his college playing career at Michigan from 
1989-90 where he was recrlied and played for legendary head 
‘coach Bo Schembechler, 

Barry's father, Mike. is curently the assistant offensive line 
coach forthe Detroi Lions. His father-inaw, Rod Marinell, was 
the assistant head coach for the Buccaneers and also coached the 
defensive line from 1996-2005 seasons before being named the 
Uns head coach in January 2006. 

During the 2002 and 2008 offseasons, Barry was selected by 
‘Buccaneers Head Coach Jon Gruden to allend the NFL's Coaches 
Career Development Symposium, In 2003, Bary lent his coaching 
knowledge to “NFL 101,” a program that educates women on the 
terminology, formations, strategy and basics of football. 

Barry and his wife, Chris, have two daughters, Camryn and 
Lauren, and twin sons Nickolas and Samuel.

to throw for 4,000 yards in @ season. Kina finished first in the NFL. 
in completions (373) and second in attempts (596), both franchise 
single-season records. He was the only passer in 2006 and fist 
since QB Kurt Wamer in 2001, under Martz’ tutelage, to throw for 
200 yards in 15 games.

‘The quarterback spot was not the only position that was greatly 
improved under Marz’s offense, but the team wide receivers also 
proved quite productive. Roy Wiliams and Mike Furrey became the 
frst Detroit receiver tandem to each record over 1,000 yards since 
1999, and Willams led the NEC in receiving yards (1,310) and Furrey 
led the NFC in receptions (98). 

in the backfield, RB Kevin Jones had his most complete season 
prior to his injury in Game 12. Jones added a career-high 61 
receptions, the second most by a Lions running back in team history 
tohis hard-nosed rushing, and he was as effective as a blockerin he 
passing game. His 61-calch season more than doubled his previous 
career high of 28 catches in 2004, 


‘AL ight end, Dan Campbell helped the team stretch the field 
by leading the league in average yards per receptions among tight 
ends with 14.7 (minimum 20 receptions), and a career-high nine 
receptions of his 21 went for atleast 20 yards.

After 
scoring 503 points in 2001, St.Louis became the frst NFL team to

Martz has the highest career points scored per game for any 
head coach in NFL histor with 26.5 points per geme (85 games) 
His record as @ head coach when his team has a lead in the fourth 
uarieris 2 remarkable 55-5 (917), the highes’ among head coaches 
since the 1970 merger. 

Indicative of Maria's coaching abiities was the dawn of QB

Detroit weleomed the Lions in 1834, bu it was not the areas fist 
look at professional football In 1920, the Deo Heralds were a charter 
member of te American Professional Foothall Association, which was 
the original name of the present NFL, but the club folded after two 
years. The Detroit Panthers appeared in 1925, but also folded after 
{wo seasons. In 1928, the Detroit Wolverines were formed, but they 
failed after just one year. 

In 1930, the then-10-year-ld National Football League added 
2 franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, called the Spartans. ter four 
seasons, the team was purchased for $7 952,08 by a group headed 
pee radio executive Gearge A. Richards and moved to the Motor 

iy, 

Paying in the University of Detroit Stadium before crowds that 
averaged 16,000, the new Deli Lions won the NFL Championship 
in only thelr second year (1935), Under the leadership of Coach “Potsy’ 
Clark and stars like Hall of Famer ‘Dutch’ Clark, Emie Cadel, George 
Cristensen, “Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox” Emerson the 
‘early Lions established pro football in Detroit, 

1n 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. Lions’ stars of that 
ea inluded Hal of Famers Bil Dudley and Alex Wojciechowicz, John 
Green, Byron ‘Whizzer’ White, Frank Sinkwich and"Camp’ Wilson, The 
team vas sold eight year late o a group of focal businessmen under 
the leadership of Edwin J. Anderson. The Detroit syndicate controlled 
the club until 1964, when William Clay Ford became the sole owner 
fora price of $46 milion, 

The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950s ith four division ites 
and three league championships. Under the direction of head coach 
Buddy Parker, the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952-53, 
defeating Cleveland on both occasions. Stars of those powerful teams 
were Hallo Famers Bobby Layne, Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker and 
Lou Creekmur, as well as Les Bingaman, Cloyce Box, Leon Hart and 
Bob Hoemschemeyer. The Detroit-Cleveland battles of the era were 
classic confrontations between two giants of the blossoming NFL. 

Since their lat tile in 1967 under the coaching of George Wiison, 
the Lions have continued searching for the league's lop spot. Such 
performers as Joe Schmidt, Yale Lary, Dick “Night Train’ Lane, John 
Henry Johnson and Lem Barney have been elected to the Hall of 
Fame. Outstanding players such as Wayne Walker, Mike Lucci, Nick 
Pietrosante, Roger Brown, Terry Barr. Mel Farr, Charlie Sanders, Dexter 
Bussey, Bily Sims and Doug English have algo taken their places in 
the annals of pro football in Detroit 

In 1967, Schmidt began the fist of six seasons as head coach 
of te Lions, His 1970 team made the playofs, (first postseason tip 
se 50 ‘but lost in the first round to Dallas by the baseball-like score 
of 6.0. 

Prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into a new, domed 
stadium in Pontiac, Mich., a suburb located 30 miles north of Detroit. 
‘The Silverdome was atone time the world's largest air-supported domed 
structure and seated over 80,000 spectators under a fiberglass roof 

‘Monte Clark took control of all football operations as head coach 
in 1978, Under Clark's direction, the Lions narrowly missed playoff 
berths in 1980-81, before qualifying in 1982 — the Lions’ ist playoff 
‘appearance since 1970, Detroit captured the NFC Central Division 
crown in 1983, but stumbled in the first round of the playoffs with a 
24-23 loss at San Francisco. 

Darryl Rogers took over for Clarkin 1985 out was replaced on an 
interim basis by his defensive coordinator Wayne Fontes in November 
1988 after Rogers'teams had posted a combined 18-40 record, Fontes 
senor ‘named the franchise's 18th head coach on December 22. 

The Lions "Restored the Roar’ in 1991, wining a ranchise-record 
12 regular season games, Riding a fide of emotion afer guard Mike 
Utley’ paralyzing neck injury, Detroit defeated Dallas, 38.6, in the Lions’ 
first Silverdome playoff contest. The victory gave the Lions a berth in 
the NEC Championship Game, where Detritelo the eventual Suner 
Bowl Champion Washington Redskins, 

The Lions finished 10-6 in 1993 en route to capturing the NFC 


Central Division tte, and eared a Wild Card playoff bid in 
1994. The 1995 Lions featured the NFL top-rated offense and 
\won their final seven games to cama thd straight playoff berth. 
Herman Moore salar NFL record with 123 catches, and he and 
Brett Periman became the fst eammates to each total over 100 
caches nthe sane season. The recelver tandem also set the NEL 
record for most receiving yards ina season, Cuarterback Scott 
iobel set team passing records for yards (4,328), completions 
(348) and touchdowns (32). 

In 1986, running back Barty Sanders captured his third NFL 
rushing tile witha dramatic 175-yardoutburston the final Monday 
nightofthe season in San Francisco. The Lions, however finshed 
a disappointing 5-11 n'96 and following the season, Fontes was 
replaced as head coach by former San Diego Chargers’ head 
coach, Bobby Ross. Fontes, wha was the heed coach for more 
than eight full seasons, ished his career asthe teams alLime 
le anonghed coeds bbws (67) an games comces 

Rass was named the 19th head coach n team history January 
13, 1997, and led the club back tothe playin his inaugural 
year at the helm wth a 9-7 record, That season, Sanders, who 
Was inducted into the Hall of Fame in August 2004, continued 
his storybook career by becoming only the ti player in league 
history to record 2,000 yards rushing in single-season (2,053) 
and he reeled off an NFL record 14 consecutive 100-yard ouings 
to finish the season, 

The Lions clase out he 1990s reaching the playots forthe 
sinth ime inthe 10-year span, which is a franchise record for 
playofl appearances during a decade. Delo’ playoff beth in 
4989 marked the second time in Ross fst three years as head 
coach that he led the Lions ino the postseason. The las Lions’
